‘ til ls same question has been asked 
of every individual toward the close 
of each of the four preceding loans 
It is asked 
today more 
insistently 
than ever, for today the subscription 
is m ore a m atter of conscience than 
it w as while fighting was going on. 
W hile 
our soldiers 
were 
in 
the 
front line, we were under a strain 
of excitement- We went forward un­ 
der th e stress of aroused patriotism. 
Today we are not under heavy strain. 
Our financial responsibilities toward 
the government, however, are just as 
great today as they were before the 
arm istice was signed, for we are now- 
paying for the thing for which we 
were 
then striving 
with 
all 
our 
might, regardless of the money price. 
It is useless to argue in behalf of 
the Victory Liberty Loan. One might 
as well argue in behalf of the Ten 
Commandments. Everybody knows the 
situation—knows the nation’s need of 
funds in connection with the cost of 
the w ar; knows that these bonds are 
a good investment; knows that ev­ 
eryone able to subscribe for a bond, 
if for no more than a $50 one in in­ 
stallm ents, is sacredly bound by duty 
to subscribe. 
This is not a week for argument 
or for many words. It is a period for 
resolute, big-hearted, quick action— 
such action as true Americanism in­ 
spires. Santa Ana must come through 
the drive with an oversubscription, 
that th e fifth sta r may be added to 
its crown of liberty loan oversub­ 
scriptions. 


FACTS ABOUT FIUME 


In view of the critical importance 
of the Italian situation, it is desirable 
that, even at the risk of wearisome 
repetition, every American should un­ 
derstand the precise nature of the 
Italian claims to Fiume and Dalma­ 
tia. 
So far as anything tangible and 
definite can be found in Italian utter­ 
ances on the subject, Italy seems to 
claim the regions in question on three 
grounds. 
FMret, they were promised her in 
the 
treaty of 
london, made 
with 
Great Britain and Fiance before she 
entered the war. 
Second, they are primarily Italian. 
a 
p a rt of 
“Italia 
Irredenta,” and 
therefore belong to Italy on the prin­ 
ciple of “self-determination.” 
. 
Third, they are strategically neces 
sary for Italy's safety. 
T he first is a misrepresentation 
The treaty of London gave Fiume not 
to Italy, but to Croatia, of which it 
forms a geographical part That same 
treaty gave Italy certain Dalmatian 
islands and ports, but by no means 
all of the Dalmatian coast and none 
of th e hinterland. 
The second claim also appears to 
be a misrepresentation. A technical 
case might be made out for the city 
of Flum e proper, which by official 
count is said to contain about 40,000 
people, of whom IM,OOO are Italians. 
But th e suburbs, which Italy wants to 
annex Along with Fiume. and which 
naturally go with it, are so predomi­ 
nantly Slav that they give for the 
entire Hume district a total of 100,000 
Slavs to about 30,000 Italians. Dal­ 
m atia 
is still 
more strongly 
Slav, 
having 600,000 of that race to 18,000 
Italians. 
T he third argument seems to carry 
little 
weight 
because Austria-Hun­ 
gary, the 
powerful 
enemy 
against 
whom Italy felt obliged to make her­ 
self secure, is annihilated, and in her 
place are several small, free nations, 
none of which need be feared by Italy 
if she plays fair with them. It is also 
pointed out th a t there is less reason 
than ever to fear the Slavs because 
Russia, the greatest Slav nation, is 
practically im potent so far as Italy is 
concerned. 
Moreover, 
Italy has al­ 
ready obtained full and free posses­ 
sion of more than all the strategic 
cities, harbors, mountain passes and 
land areas which she declared neces­ 
sary fo r her safety when she entered 
the w ar. 
- 
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A LESSON FOR US 


T he success w ith which the work 
of exterm inating ground squirrels in 
O range county is going forw ard re­ 
mind* us that there are a good many 
E lM M m bli thing* in this world that 


w e could rid ourselves of lf we took 
th e time to do it, if we proceeded 
carefully and system atically along the 
lines that we know will bring the 
results- 
/ 


It has tak en a num ber of years of 
educational work to convince some of 
the owners of big ranches that the 
effo rt' could bring about the desired 
results. It has also taken years of ex­ 
periments to develop the best meth­ 
ods of fighting the squirrel pest. 
It 
has never been difficult to kill the 
squirrels upon a piece of ground a 
few acres in extent. 
All that was 
necessary was perseverance. When it 
came to getting rid of the “sassy” 
little pests upon a large area, old­ 
timers thought the job hopeless, as 
probably it was in the days when 
squirrel mounds were more numerous 
than street intersections are now. 
Owners of big ranches in Orange 
county welcomed the opportunity to 
make a county-wide attack upon the 
rodent whose depredations had been 
going on for years unchecked. They 
recognized th a t it was not so much 
a matter of the money they spent as 
it was of getting co-operation from 
all of the ranchers and the public 
authorities. 
They 
faced the 
same 
problem that the thrifty citrus grower 
faces when he finds his orchard be­ 
ing infected from the orchard of his 
neighbor who has failed to fumigate. 
However, w’hen the big problem was 
approached 
in 
a systematic, 
thor­ 
ough manner, the ultimate defeat of 
the squirrel was sounded. Under the 
plan of procedure, the enemy is given 
no rest until the dead numbers IOO 
per cent of the population. On one 
ranch alone an expenditure of less 
than $500 is going to bring about a 
caving of fully $14,000 a year. 
There are a good many civic prob­ 
lems that can be solved by applying 
to them the rules that are making 
the squirrel campaign a success. For 
instance, take 
a rough 
street, on* 
of those 
pesky thoroughfares 
that 
hreatens the springs of every pass­ 
ing automobile, 
whose 
chuck-holes 
jolt every sick person into agonies 
and every well person into a state ot 
grouch. We have streets of that kind, 
too many of them. We recognize that 
we could get rid of them. We know 
that the money would be well spent, 
that in the end we would he money 
ahead. We know that co-operation and 
systematic effort will rid us of them. 
To that and other similar problems 
let us apply the lessons that we are 
being taught by the squirrel exterm­ 
ination campaign. When we have a 
pest, let us get rid of it. When we 
have a nuisance, let us abate it. When 
we see that we need a civic improve­ 
ment, let us proceed to get it. 


A SHORTAGE IN BUILDING 


THE NEW SALOON 


Fourteen 
hundred 
Cleveland sa­ 
loons will close their doors on the 
night of May 26, but more than half 
of them will reopen within a few 
days as new "social centers,” and the 
interesting thing about it is that most 
of these centers will be run by brew­ 
ery interests. 
A leading brewer when interviewed 
upon the subject said the idea was to 
furnish 
some sort of 
social 
enter­ 
tainment to take the place of the sa­ 
loons, and the rooms will be available 
for religious meetiugs, business and 
political gatherings. Orchestras will 
be maintained in many of the larger 
places. 
Far be it from any uplifting fellow­ 
ed izens to look a gift brewer in the 
mouth; but if th?y have not taken 
the financial possibilities in the soft- 
drink bar into their consideraton we 
should be greatly si/rprised. 
However, the 
money 
they 
make 
with their soft drinks cannot begrudg­ 
ed to them as was that obtained from 
sterner stuff; and It. may be after 
they have seen, even the brewers will 
acknowledged that the man he has 
served with drink in years past is a 
better man without it than he was 
with it. 
Another of the great engineering 
feats of this war will be bridging the 
gulf between the man who is working 
for a Peace of Europe and the man 
who is working for a piece of Europe. 


A fter a thorough review of the building situation 
n the United States, the U. S. Department of Labor 
has come to the conclusion that there will he no m a­ 
terial 
reduction in construction 
costs for 
several 
years, if at all. “ This conclusion i- inescapable,'’ says 
i bulletin issued by the Inform ation and Education 
Service of the Department of Labor. 
This report is one that should have its effect upon 
a good many O range county men and women who 
have been unable to convince themselves that now 
is a good time to build. 
Orange county, and Santa Ana in particular, is 
in need of additional residences.

for every kind of a residence, from the humblest 
of cottages to the best that there is in the city. 
The fact that many are thoroughly convinced 
‘hat nothing is to he gained by delating plans for 
building i- shown by the awakened activities iii build­ 
ing lines. I Ult, if Santa A na is to grow tlii- w a r as 
it should grow, many m ore residence- must he built, 
and the sooner construction starts the better it will 
he for the city itself and for those who propose 
building. 
The Department of L abor sax- that as a result 
of the war there is a building deficiency in the north 
central states in the sum o f $1,511.-200,000. 
A re- j 
cent 
survey of 
building condition- 
in the 'North j 
Atlantic states, made by the same department, placed 
the deficiency in that district at $1,200,000,000. 
This estimate was arrived at by^t survey of the 
building permits issued in the principal chic- in each 
state in pre war years and during the war. 
The 


total real estate valuation of these cities was com­ 
pared with the total real estate valuation of the state 
iii which they were located. By applying the accepted 
theory that the building permits of tile cities xvii I 
the try that the building permits of the cities xviii 
entire state as the real estate valuations of the cities 
bear to tile real estate valuations of tile state, the 
’building deficiency for tile latter xvas estimated xvitli 
reasonable exactness. 
In each of the states reported upon building inter­ 
ims and real estate boards report a shortage of resi­ 
dential property. O hio and Illinois needs, also, apart­ 
ment houses. 
T h e re i- a marked shortage in school 
buildings in all the states and most of the cities men­ 


tio n e d report a shortage of store and business quar­ 
ters. A deficicncv in workm en’- dxvcllings is reported 
from C hicago. Detroit, C leveland. Indianapolis, ( in- 
cinnati and AI i I xx'ankee. 
This deficiency must be made up iii addition to 
meeting the normal current needs iii i q i (b Bt viexx 
of this fact the Department of Labor’.- statement 
that the current year i- likely to prove one of unpre­ 
cedented building activity seems to be fully justified. 
The late-t reports on building permits an I contract- 
let indicate that building construction work the coun­ 
try over rapidly is getting back to pre-xvar figures. 
The nexv normal, however, xviii be far ahead of pre­ 
war figures. 
The rapiditv xvitli which building and construc­ 
tion work i- reviving indicates very clearly 
that 
building interests arc convinced there is ti* be no 
material reduction in construction costs for several 
vears, if at all.

IN COUNTY 


Pest Cleared From 62,000 
Acres By Poison Squad, 
Says Wardwell 


In the campaign to kill all of the' 
ground sqqirreis in 
Orange 
county,! 
62,(MX» acres have been cleared of the 
peat and iMO.COO acre* arc still under 
. treatment. 
The benefits to be derived from the 
annihilation of the squirrel population 
of the county is recognized! by all of 
the fanners, and C. VV. Wardwell, the 
do; uty county horticultural commis-; 
awner in charge of the extermination 
■work, has had excellent co-operation 
throughout the county. 
The campaigns on the 
Echenique,I 
Forster, 
Whiting, 
Oyharzabal 
and 
Moulton ranches in the south end of 
the county are about completed. A 
large area of the O'Neill 
ranch 
has I 
been covered. 
Poisoning 
is * being 
done on the Irvine, Bixby ami Krae­ 
mer ranches. 
In this work, poisoned barley has 
been used. 
Occasionally the jxjison 
craw comes across some tough cus­ 
tomer among the squirrels who seems 
to be immune. 
“I watched one of those renegades,” 
said Wardwell, and he took the pois­ 
oned barley just as fast as he could 
find it. 
I then tried ]K>isoned (black­ 
er a beans, with a s'iff dose of strych­ 
nine in each bean. Lacer I found him 
dead." 
On Moulton Ranch 
Wardwell has made some calcula­ 
tions concerning the work that has 
been done on the L. F. Moulton ranch 
at Kl Toro. 
On that 
ranch 
22,000 
acres were cohered. It took three men 
nineteen days to go over the ground, 
'wenty sacks of poisoned i>arley were 
scattered*. The men found that a pound 
of barley was. sufficient to scatter at 
thirty holes. 
In those nineteen days the three 
men placed poison at 66,000 holes, an 
average of three holes to the acre. 
It is taken for granted, for the pur­ 
in e s of calculation, that one-third of 
the holes were unoccupied. 
On the first time over the ground, 
tho poisoners got 90 per cent of the 
vouirrels, and on the second1 time over 
75 per cent of the remainder were 
killed. The few that are left are what 
Bardw ell calls renegades, and unusual 
means must be employed to get them. 
Sometimes hulled 
barley 
does 
the 
work, f,ometimes 
a 
blackeye 
bean 
proves to be the charm. There is not 
let-up until the area under treatment 
is absolutely cleared of the pest. 
On the Moulton ranch 13,767 acres 
of pasture land were treated, and 7601 
acres of farm land. 
Saving in Cath 
"By careful estim ate,” said Ward- 
well today, “we figure that a squirrel 
on pasture land does 16 cents worth 
of damage a year, and that a squirrel 
on farm land gets away with $1.25 
worth of wheat, barley or beans. Two 
hundred squirrels will 
eat 
enough 
grass and destroy enough productive 
surface to feed a steer. 
"Using those figures, the killing of 
the squirrel* on the Moulton ranch is 
worth $1405 a year to the paature land 
and $0505 to the farming land.” 
The killing of the squirrels is bring­ 
ing starvation to coyotes, and those 
prowlers of w aste places w ill have to 
h’uttle for a living from now on. Un­ 
doubtedly quail will suiter. 
Ordinarily at this time of year, coy­ 
otes in the Orange 
county foothills 
are sleek and fat. 
They have no dif­ 
ficulty in getting plenty 
of 
young 
squirrels to eat. A few days ago John 
Forster ot San Juan Capistrano found 
the carcasses of two coyotes. He sa<ys 
that all of the coyotes hp has

Street paving in Santa Ana in the 
future will be on a different basis from 
what it has been in the past—if the 
city council sticks to a program out­ 
lined at the council 
meeting 
last 
night. The new regime will result as 
the suggestion of Trustee Tubbs. 
Tile new order is that street paving 
contractors will not be given a permit 
to go onto any street for the purpose 
of starting paving work until they 
have secured a permit from the street 
superintendent, and when that permit 
(is issued the superintendent will have 
to know that every lot is supplied with 
water and gas and that a sewer pipe 
leads from the sewer main 
to 
the 
property line. 
Tile 
superintendent 
will liave to know that every effort has 
been made to have vacant property 
owners make those connections, and 
where those connections are not made, 
the owner will not be permitted to dig 
up the pavement and make the con­ 
nection under five years after the pav­ 
ing is completed. 
Contractors will he made respon­ 
sible as far as possible for the connec­ 
tions. 
This feature came as a sug­ 
gestion from Steele Finley. 
In the 
past there has been considerable pave­ 
ment cutting soon after paving w « 
completed in order to make such con­ 
nections. 
“The contractors as a rule are too

during 
the 
past there have been big conventions 
of fruit growers, but never before has 
there been such a convention week as 
that now proposed for the last week 
in May, to be held under the auspices 
of the State Commission of Horticul­ 
ture. 
Six conventions are 
planned, 
and their programs are being so ar­ 
ranged that there will be very little 
conflict between the various sessions 
for those visitors who are interested 
in more than one of these con­ 
ventions. 
At this time when all the world is 
talking about the league of nations, 
it is very appropriate that California 
should take the lead in organizing a 
league of western states for the pro­ 
tection of the orchards and farms of 
this state against the introduction of 
injurious insect pests and plant dis­ 
eases. 
Natural Barriers 
The states of the Pacific Coast are 
fortunately situated, in a measure, ow­ 
ing to the natural barriers formed by 
the ocean on one side and the moun­ 
tains and deserts on the other, prevent­ 
ing the intrusion by natural means of 
those pests which are causing such 
great losses in other countries and in 
other states. 
Owing to the presence 
of these natural barriers, the plant 
pests may be brought into the western 
states only by means of some human 
agency. 
It is the purpose of this, the first In­ 
terstate Plant Quarantine conference, 
to devise a policy of uniform quaran­ 
tines whereby the western states may 
gain the fullest possible advantage af­ 
forded by these natural barriers. Gov­ 
ernor Stephens has invited the gover­ 
nors of all the western states to send 
representatives to this conference. 
Others Invited 
He also has invited Pritish Colum­ 
bia, Lower California. Mexico and the 
territory of Hawaii to be represented.< 
The chairman of the Federal Horti­ 
cultural Board, C. L. Marlatt. has al­ 
ready signified his intention of attend­ 
ing this conference, and he will tell 
of the quarantine work done by the 
Federal Horticultural Board and ad- 
visevwith the delegates from the west­ 
e r n states in framing their policies. 
* 
The fifty-first Fruit Growers’ 
and 
Farmers’ convention will be attended 
by these 
representatives 
of 
other 
states who will be particularly inter­ 
ested in hearing the discussions on 
m atters of local interest by California 
fruit growers. Every cooperative mar- 
keting association in the state will be 
represented at this convention, and a 
brief talk on their activities will be 
made by each representative. 
Nurserymen Meet 
For the first time in the history of 
the organization of the nurserymen of 
California, that association will meet 
in conjunction with the fruit growers 
and county horticultural commission­ 
ers. The opportunity afforded by the 
convention for the nurseryman, 
who 
grows tile trees the fruit grower, who 
buys the trees, and the county horti­ 
cultural commissioner, 
who inspects 
them while in transit from the nur­ 
seryman to the fruit grower, is bound 
to result in a better mutual 
under­ 
standing than has existed in the past. 
The great development of the horticul­ 
tural industry of California has been 
due in no slight degree to the initiative 
displayed by the nurserymen, and it is 
a great step in advance that they will' 
convene at tile same place and during 
the same week with the other horticul­ 
tural interests of the state.
